Sanitation of school 
houses, sanitation and safety of public 
buildings and conveyances; this commit- 
tee having subcommittees on ventilation

and on quiet zones. On quackery. De- 
partment of streets and alleys. This de- 
partment has the city arid some of its 
suburbs divided into twelve districts and 
has selected a committee for each.

QUOTING our recent intimation that the line, Situated in the Bristol channel, about 


three miles long, with an average width 
of about half a mile, it was for three cen-. 
turies the stronghold of the house of 
Marisco, the most famous of whom was 
Sir Willlam de Marisco, who waged war 
against King Henry III., for which he was 
hanged, drawn, and quartered in 1242. 


This did not prevent, however, Lundy 


from continuing to be a stronghold of pi- 
| rates and outlaws, who under the com- 
mand of one or another of the Mariscos 
were wont to tevy blackmail on all ship- 
ping paseing through the Irish channel or 
| up to Bristol. In 1625 it was seized and 
held by Turkish corsairs and in 1633 by 
Spanish privateers. 

There is only one landing place—naime-

English coast. Indeed, about ten years 
ago one of England's finest $5,000.000 bat- 
tleships came to grief on the island in a 
dense fog, striking what is known ag the 
Shutter reef and becoming a total loss, 
The island affords eplendid grazing for 
cattle and sheep.

It seems an irony of fate that Privy 
Councilor Maximov, who was the great- 
est Russian expert in the diplomatic af- 
faire of the near and far orient, should 
have been condemned to spend the clos- 
ing years of his life in South America, 
namely, at Rio, where he has just passed 
away, his death attracting little or no 
attention in Europe. Yet he was at one 
moment perhaps the most celebrated 
of Russia's diplomatic representatives 
abroad, enjoying international! fame. 

As chief dragoman of the Russian em- 
basey at Constantinople under the late M. 
de Nelidoff he acquired in the later 
eighties the most oxtraordinary influence 
over Sultan Abdul Hamid and obtained 
from him an irade for the construction of 
the Bagdad railzoad, being indeed the 
first projector and concessionaire of that 
historic route from Europe to India which 
hag formed the subject of so many finan- 
cial and political imbroglios ever since, 
one of the causes of the present war being, 
indeed, the question of its mastery and 
control. After Maximov was promoted to 
the post of minister at Cairo and Nelidoff 
was transferred, first to Rome and then 
to Paris, while the Russian embassy at 
Stamboul fell into lees capable hands, the 
Germans succeeded in obtaining poeses- 
sion of the concession. 

Another episode at Constantinople in 
which Maximov played a leading part was 
during the sanguinary Armenian masea- 
eres in 189%. Learning of the seizure of 
the Ottoman bank by Armenian revolu- 
tionists under the leaderehip of Armen 
Gero, who threatened to blow up the bank 
and themselves if it were attacked, he 
made hie way to Galata and to the bank, 
quite alone, through an infuriated mob 
of fanatical Turks, and then and there 
persuaded the Armenians to abandon 
their intention, guaranteeing them lite 
and safe conduct out of Turkey. And 
then, quite alone, he led these Armenian 
revolutionaries through the Turkish mob 
ummolested to the wharf, whence he con- 


cent’s yacht, not a single Turk venturing 
to lay hands upon the desperadoes who 
were under his protection. 

From Cairo Maximov was transferred 
likewise accredited to the other South 
American republics, where he did much to 
ameliorate the position of the Russian 
Jews and organized Russian settlements 
in Argentina, Uruguay, and Paraguay, 
the Russian emigrants to that part of the 
world realizing thet they had in him «

Land Problem Dwindles,

New York, March 20.—There was a lot 
of excitement for a few minutes this aft- 
ernoon in the vicinity of Frank Moran.

Verdict Goes to Moran. 

Dan McKettrick, Moran’s former man- 
a ger, sued him for $1,462 he claimed to 
ave advanced Moran before hig fight with 
Jack Johnson in Paris in 1914. Moran 
did not deny the claim, but said that the 
money was to be pald out of his end of 
the Paris purse. That money, Moran tes- 
tified, is tied up by the moratorium in 
France on account of the war. The jury 
decided in Moran’s favor. 

Both parties met later in a restaurant. 
Moran’s counsel, Frank O'Neill, former 
chairman of the athletic commission, 
after a heated exchange of words with 
MecKettrick, struck the latter on the jaw. 
Then Harry Pollok, manager of Freddie 
Welsh, took McKettrick's part and land- 
ed a right smash on O' Neill's mouth, cut- 
ting the lawyer’s ip. Moran took no part 
in the fray, but acted as peacemaker and 
separated the conibatants. He induced 
O'Neill to leave the restaurant.

SOME. QUESTIONS ANSWERED 
AM asked what to do with bulbs that 
have been forced into bloom in the 
house. Are they worth holding over 
for another season? My answer is— 
no. A bulb that has bloomed under 

such unnatural conditions as it has to con- 

tend with in the ordinary living room in 
winter, hasn't enough vitality left to war- 
rant one in depending on it for a second 
crop of flowers. Always get fresh bulbs 
for forcing. The old ones need not be 
thrown away. When spring comes plant 
them out in the garden. Some of them 
may grow and give you a few flowers, but 
the probabilities are that they will not. 
Another question is: Can plant lice be 

kept away from plants in the window? 
The questioner would like to know how to 
keep them from coming, because it is so 
difficult to get rid of them after they have 
taken possession of the plants. If the 
owner of a collection of window plants 
will make frequent use of the tobacco 
extract called nicoticide—acting on the 
principle that prevention is better than 
cure—she will not be likely to have much 
trouble with the pest mentioned.

Crop news was the main influence in the 
wheat trade yesterday. Peace rumors 
again were current after the close and af- 
fected the trade in indemnities, but had 
little effect on the market for futures. 
The reports in regard to the crop from 
some sections of Illinois, Missouri, Ohio, 
and Indiana were sensational in char- 
acter and caused free buying. There was 
little wheat for sale at the opening, cables 
showing no further decline, while over 
Sunday there appeared to be no peace 
developments.

Late reports from Galveston asserted 
advices from English ship chartering con- 
cerns said an early peace was in sight 
and that considerable tonnage booked for 
belligerent nations had been canceled. 

The commission house buying was ac- 
tive from the start, the scarcity of offer- 
ings being pronounced.

There was a little 
reaction just before the close.
